A m ulch Is a covering laid on 
th e 
soil 
to protect th e roots of 
plants. In th e w inter it keeps th e 
frost in, and in the sum m er it keeps 
th e m oisture in. As science places 
garden operation under critical scru ­ 
tiny, th e rating of sum m er m ulching 
goes up, as fast as th a t of cu ltiv a­ 
tion com es down. 
M ulching, say the research m en, 
will do all th e good th a t cu ltiv a­ 
tion can, w ithout doing harm . For 
th e leisure-tim e gardener th is is all 
to th e good. It combines leisure, 
w hich all gardeners enjoy, w ith b et­ 
ter gardening—a rare hook-up. And 
as m ulching becomes m ore popu­ 
lar, m ore m ulches are being d e­ 
veloped. 
L atest is ground-up corn cobs^ 
w hich 
florists are using in th eir 
greenhouse when they can get it 
a t th e right price. Corn cobs are 
a by-product of hybrid corn seed 
plants, and are becoming plentiful 
an d cheap where this seed is grown. 
G round cob is light, porous and 
w eed-free. 
If applied four inches 
deep around tom ato plants, or be­ 
tw een rows, it will keep weeds down, 
let both air and m oisture into th e 
ground and prevent drying out. But 
w hen spaded into the soil it will 
rob p lan ts of nitrogen until it is

P runing tom ato plants which are 
grown to a single stem and staked, 
will keep a gardener busy. P runing 
requires th a t side shoots or branches 
which glow 
from th e m ain stem 
be removed. Unless rem oved before 
they are four inches long, th e vigor 
of the plant may be reduced by the 
operation. 
On a vigorous plant it often seems 
th a t a shoot will grow th a t long I 
overnight.

The dapper, aged Lothario, whose 
suave talk and glib m anner earned 
him a reputation as an interna­ 
tional confidence man. was sized in 
a police trap in a Michigan avenue 
shop. 
Mrs 
Genevieve Parro, 55-vear- 
old widow, led the 73-year-old Engel 
Into the police net as they went to 
the shop to buy luggage for a pro­ 
posed holiday trip 
Mrs. Parro became suspicious of 
the smooth talking romeo — who 
posed as Paul Marshall, a wealthy 
Evanston resident—after he started 
a wtrlwind courtship with her earlier 
this week. She notified policewoman 
Marian Hager, her sister-in-law. 
Sought For Swindle 
Police, who had been searching for 
Engel for allegedly bilking another 
Chicago widow of $8,000 earlier this 
month, urged Mrs. Parro to carry 
on her romance with Engel. She 
agreed and ‘‘consented” to a m ar­ 
riage proposal by Engel, whom po­ 
lice said has a police record in nearly 
every m ajor city in the nation and 
many foreign countries. 
Engel and Mrs Parro, with four 
of her sons and their wives, met at j 
a night club Thursday night for a 


‘ pre-m arriage" dinner. Engel agreed 
to meet Mrs. Parro at the Charles 
T. Wilt Luggage shop and buy her 
some luggage. 
Policewoman Hagen and other po­ 
lice officers were in the shop, pos­ 
ing as sales clerks and customers. 
Had 32 Aliases 
Detective Peter Harlib stepped up 
behind 
Engel 
and 
asked: 
‘‘Lord 
Beaverbrook?” (one of the 32 aliases 
.police said he used.) 
Engel, nattily attired in a gray 
flannel suit, white shirt, and polka 
dot tie. turned and cooly eyed the 
detective 
“I ’m Sherlock Holmes," said H ar­ 
lib. 
“Sorry," retorted Engel. 
"Don't 
believe we've met." 
Engel was taken to the Town Hall 
police station where he met Mrs. 
Reseda Corrigan, 39-year-old Chi­ 
cago 
widow, 
who 
claims 
Engel 
earlier this m onth bilked her of 
more than $8,000 after posing as a 
Hollywood movie producer arid m ak­ 
ing lavish plans for their marriage. 
Admits $5,000 Fleecing 
Mrs. Corrigan, m other of three 
children, identified Engel and rushed 
at him with arm s upraised as if 
about to strike him. 
‘ You dirty—,” she screamed. “How 
could you do th a t to me?” 
She was restrained by police as 
Engel wiped his tanned, perspiring 
face. Mrs. Corrigan had spent more 
than a week in New York in a fruit­ 
less search after receiving a tele­ 
phone call from him on June 12, a 
week after he fled with her money. 
Police and state's attorney's offi­ 
cials said Engel in oral statem ents, 
admitted taking $5,000 from Mrs. 
Corrigan who had told police he 
had bilked her of $8,700.

Harrisburg, June 27 ;7Ph-P ennsyl- 
vania communities will have to pay ; 
out $350,000,000 for construction of 
| sewage treatm ent works under the 
.state’s clean stream s program. 
The state Sanitary W ater board 
estim ates this will be the cost of 
building new treatm ent plants and 
rehabilitation of existing plants in 
communities throughout the com­ 
monwealth. 
Tile board said about 300 sewage 
treatm ent works, serving 2,200,OOP 
persons, are now operating in the 
state. Another 500 municipalities are 
under notice to prepare plans for 
treatm ent of sewage for the first 
time. They embrace a population of 
some 5,000,000 persons. 
“It is a m atter of common sense 
and decency th at we pull ourselves 
out of the primitive state in the age 
of 
progress and stop usipg 
our 
stream s as open sewers,'’ said Dr. 
Norris W. Vaux, state health secre­ 
tary and board chairm an. 
Dr. Vaux .said the state’s anti­ 
pollution drive already is showing 
“notable progress” since its incep­ 
tion in the past decade.
